They had been forced into refugee 
camps and from there selected to be 
given refuge here. 

We’re not being over run - look 
out the window, there’s plenty 
of space here whatever you 
may think - and as a civilised 
nation we are doing exactly 
what we should be doing - 
helping our fellow man; 
mothers, fathers, children. We 
as a local community, should 
be offering a hand of 

friendship, Compas¬ 
sion, after all, is 
for life, not just 
for Christmas.

Blood scandal victim and 
KoS in Commons debate

A VICTIM of the blood contamina¬ 
tion scandal, who along with this 
newspaper became part of a House 
of Commons debate on Wednesday, 
has slammed the government’s 
continued delays on delivering a 
compensation package. 

Public health minister Jane 
Ellison came under pressure from a 
number of MPs after confirming a 
long-awaited consultation would 
start in January. It had previously 
been promised before Christmas. 

They were already fuming after 
a promised announcement in the 
chancellor’s autumn statement as 
to money put aside to pay out to 
victims did not materialise. 

Steve Dymond, 59, was born with 
haemophilia - a condition which 
prevents the blood from clotting 
normally. He was treated with blood 
products during the 1970s and 80s. 
But with no suitable checks in place 
on the blood by the NHS, many 
sufferers found themselves infected 
with the likes of HIV or hepatitis C (for 
the full story turn to page 22). Mr 
Dymond suffers from hepatitis C and 
recently suffered another health blow. 


It is thought more than 7,500 
people were infected - some 2,000 of 
whom have since died as a result. 

His case was raised in the 
chamber by South Thanet’s 
Conservative MP Craig Mackinlay. 
Refering by name to Mr Dymond, 
he said: “This is a big subject in my 
part of Kent. It is trailed massively 
in the Kent on Sunday, which 
covers it regularly. 

“We need closure and those 
affected need certainty in their 


lives. Can the minister assure me of 
that?” 

In response Mrs Ellison said: “I 
have corresponded directly with 
Mr Dymond’s partner, so I know 
the level of suffering he endures.” 

But Mr Dymond told KoS: “In a 
week when the prognosis for my liver 
damage suddenly became significant¬ 
ly worse - chemotherapy and the 
prospect of a transplant are the only 
gifts in Santa’s sack for us this year - 
witnessing the perpetual acts of 


prevarication by Jane Ellison and her 
officials to put off bringing resolution 
to this most horrific of NHS treatment 
disasters, brought to mind the 
hopelessness and pointlessness of the 
labours of Sisyphus [Greek myth 
where he pushed a rock up a moun¬ 
tain only for it to fall back again]. 

“For the 2,000 dead and the 
survivors there is no way we will 
allow Whitehall to crawl away 
from their responsibilities - this 
issue is not going away.”

Farage under fire as 
Ukip MP calls for him 
to step down as leader 


OPEN warfare has broken out among 
Ukip’s senior politicians after the 
party’s only MP called on leader 
Nigel Farage to quit. 

Douglas Carswell said the party 
needed a “fresh face” at the top but Mr 
Farage, who lives in Westerham and 
stood in the South Thanet seat at May’s 
general election, hit back, calling on the 
MP to “put up or shut up”. 

He said Mr Carswell was “out on a 
limb with almost no support in the 
party” and insisted his leadership 
enjoyed the “overwhelming” backing 
of the party’s voters. 

Mr Carswell’s attack on the leader 
was motivated by the party’s poor 
result in the Oldham West and 
Royton by-election, which saw 
Labour comfortably hold the seat 
with a majority of more than 10,000. 

In an interview with BBC Essex, 
Clacton MP Mr Carswell said: “The 
Oldham by-election to me said very 
clearly that I think we need a fresh face.” 

Mr Carswell suggested that Mr Farage 
had taken the party as far as he could 


and Ukip needed to “change gear”. 

He said: “We all need to think very 
carefully as to whether or not we can 
build beyond the base we have now 
got without that change.” 

He said the party should avoid 
being seen as “unpleasant” and 
“socially illiberal”. 

Instead, Mr Carswell suggested 
Ukip would make a breakthrough in 
the polls if it was an “optimistic, 
sunshine, smiley, socially liberal, 
unapologetically free market party”. 

But Mr Farage accused the Clacton 
MP of privately plotting against him 
since May’s general election. 

He said: “He has been having a go at 
me every single day since the general 
election, it’s just that he has been doing 
it in private, briefing members, officials 
or the press or anyone that cares to 
listen and I’m greatly relieved that now 
he said it in public. The message is 
simple; we are a very strongly united 
party. He is trying to sow division 
where none exists. Douglas, frankly, 
must put up or shut up.”

Roadworks placed on pause 
to avoid festive congestion 
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College review to get under way at end of 2016 


A REVIEW on further education colleges and sixth 
form colleges across Kent is due to start next year, the 
minister for skills confirmed this week. 

It followed a question asked by Gordon Henderson 
about what steps were being taken to establish a 
college in his constituency in Sittingbourne. 

Minister Nick Boles said: “We have launched a 


process of locally-led area reviews to consider each 
area’s skills needs and plan how further education 
colleges and sixth form colleges can best organise 
themselves to meet them. The Kent review is due to 
start in November 2016.” 

He also told Mr Henderson he would be “delighted” 
to visit Swale to discuss the issue. 


Crunch talks continue in 
bid to ease congestion at 
the Dartford Crossing

EFFORTS to tackle ongoing traffic 
problems at the Dartford Crossing 
have continued after the local MP 
met with representatives from High¬ 
ways England this week. 

The meeting followed the round 
table summit in October with Dart¬ 
ford and Kent county councils, 
Highways England, the Department 
for Transport and Kent Police aimed 
at achieving a multi-agency ap¬ 
proach to the heavy congestion of¬ 
ten experienced at the crossing. 

Gareth Johnson said: “In the past 
few days we have seen serious delays 
all around the Dartford Crossing, 
which are unacceptable to motorists 
and local residents. 

“Highways England is accepting 
that it needs to do more to tackle the 
congestion and they are working on 
ways of improving traffic flow. 

“I think we can all agree that 
more needs to be done and quickly. 

“Since the Dart Charge was intro-

duced and the toll booths removed, the 
results have been very disappointing. 

“We can’t carry on with this situa¬ 
tion which is causing misery for lo¬ 
cal residents who can’t get to and 
from work when there is an inci¬ 


dent,” he said. 

The toll booths were removed and 
replaced with a free-flow system just 
over a year ago, where users pay to 
use the crossing online, but the sys¬ 
tem has received widespread criti¬ 
cism since its introduction 

Add Mr Johnson: “Last week I was 
shown the control centre at the cross¬ 
ing and observed how the crossing is 
managed. The sheer weight of traffic 
using the tunnels creates clear chal¬ 
lenges for Highways England. 

“The tunnels weren’t designed for 
such a high volume of traffic and so it 
doesn’t take much for tail backs to 
quickly build up. The current road¬ 
works in Essex, just north of the tun¬ 
nels, are causing a significant impact 
on the traffic on our side of the crossing. 

“The junctions just north of the 
crossing are being improved and this 
work is causing queues back to the 
tunnel, requiring traffic lights to be 
used to manage the flow in the tunnel. 

“Unfortunately, this is going to 
have a significant impact on traffic 
flow until the work is completed next 
year.”

Quota change 
boost to our 
fishermen 


FISHERMEN around the Kent coast 
have been celebrating after a deal was 
signed in Brussels to increase quotas to 
small-scale operators. 

The quota for cod in the Eastern 
English Channel is being increased by 
15 per cent thanks to recovering fish 
stocks. 

The 2016 quota for skates and rays is 
also being increased by 21 per cent in 
the region. Common sole will see quotas 
cut by 14 per cent in the Eastern 
Channel, but this is less than the 26 per 
cent cut that had been expected. 

In a further boost, quotas for had¬ 
dock, sole and plaice will see an uplift to 
take into account the next stage of the 
discard ban coming into force in 
January 2016. Out of this increase the 
first 100 tonnes - and 10 per cent of 
anything more - will be given to 
small-scale fishermen in the ‘under 10 
metre’ fleet. 

South East Lib Dem MEP Catherine 
Bearder welcomed the EU deal: “The 
move to more sustainable fishing based 
on scientific evidence is bearing fruit. 
Recovering fish stocks have meant some 
quotas can be increased. 

“I’ll now be writing to the UK fisheries 
minister demanding that smaller fleets 
get a bigger share of the overall quotas 
being decided in the coming weeks.” 


Don't put pressure 
on NHS this season 

HEALTH chiefs are calling on everyone to avoid 
putting unnecessary strain on medical services 
over the festive season by taking a few simple steps. 

They are urging anyone on medication to 
ensure they have suitable supplies, have stocked 
up on cold and flu remedies and avoid heading to 
GP surgeries or hospitals if you have a diarrhoea 
or vomiting bug to avoid spreading contagious 
germs. 

Dr Navin Kumta, who chairs the NHS Ashford 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG), which 
plans and pays for the area’s health services, said: 
“The NHS is very busy in the lead-up to Christ¬ 
mas and between Christmas and the New Year. 
People sometimes call out of hours GP services or 
go to A&E for simple problems just because they 
haven’t thought ahead. 

“We are making a plea to patients to make sure 
they have everything they need over the festive 
season so urgent services are free to help those 
who really need them.” 


Have your say on bus 
timetable changes 

BUS firm Arriva is calling on travellers to make then- 
views known on recent changes to bus routes in and 
around Dartford and Gravesham. 

It follows alterations made over the summer to bus 
routes in Northfleet, including the numbers 483 and 
480/490. 

Arriva marketing director Simon Baxter explained: 

‘ ‘As our passengers know, a number of changes were 
made and we are keen to know how well they are 
working for local people.’ ’ 

The appeal follows the recent decision, based on 
public consultation, to reverse alterations made to the 
455 service in October and restore it to its original 
route with effect from February 1 2016. 

Mr Baxter added: 1 ‘Whenever we make changes, 
we get some things right, and some things need 
looking at a second time, as they don’t quite work as 
well as they should. We want to know if we should be 
making any adjustments.

POLICE have issued a warning after a well-dressed 
man claiming to be an antiques expert knocked on 
doors in Sandwich and Deal. 

Officers say residents should always be on guard 
for anyone calling at their home amid concerns of 
bogus callers. 

Det Con Chris Brett said: ‘ ‘He sounds very plausible 
but as always we want to remind residents to consider 
their safety and who they are inviting into their homes. 

‘ Ask for identification and carefully check it, even if 
the person at the door has a pre-arranged appoint¬ 
ment. Genuine callers will carry one from the 
organisation they represent. 

‘ ‘Do not just ring the number on a card that has been 
given to you - it may be fake. Lookthe number up first. 

‘ ‘If you have any doubts about whether the caller is 
genuine, ask them to leave and come back at a time 
that is convenient to you and when you have had a 
chance to ask someone to be with you.’ ’

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Landlord Wilson unveils key

PROPERTY tycoon Fergus Wilson says he is 
“definitely” standing for the post of Kent po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner next May - and 
insists if he is elected he will create a special 
armed force focusing purely on the ports and 
Channel Tunnel. 

The Maidstone businessman says it comes 
as Kent is on a “war footing” due to recent 
terrorist threats. 

The stand alone unit, he says, would be 
funded by government and not come out of 
the Kent Police budget. 

And he says a permanent fire arms unit at 
the tunnel will be joined by a detachment from 
the Army and operate a “shoot to kill policy in 
respect of suspected suicide bombers”. 

Mr Wilson, who along with wife Judith, 
recently confirmed they were in the process 
of selling their 900-house portfolio in a deal 
worth an estimated £250million, had made 
noises about standing in the inaugural elec¬ 
tion in 2012. 

But now he has outlined the key parts of his 
manifesto. He claims it is “inevitable” there 
will be an attempt to detonate a bomb remote¬ 
ly in the Channel Tunnel by telephone. 

The role in currently held by Ann Barnes 
who, as yet, has refused to confirm if she is to 


run again. 

Mr Wilson said: “If elected I intend to cre¬ 
ate an armed police force specifically for 
dealing with the Channel Tunnel and Chan¬ 
nel ports in Kent. The rest of Kent will re¬ 
main unarmed, The force, which we will call 
for the Channel Tunnel Police Force, will be 
entirely autonomous and have its own chief 
constable. It will have control of Operation 
Stack and the M20 and M2 motorways.” 

But he said he did not support the prospos- 
als for lorry parks - which many see as the 


long-term solution to solve the chaos 
caused by Stack. 

“These will take too long to establish,” 
he says. “Lorries bound for Channel ports 
will not be allowed off the M2 5 but turned 
back to their point of departure or other 
east of England ports.” 

In addition he says all exportation of live 
stock will be banned during industrial dis¬ 
putes.

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CPRE loses High Court bid 
to challenge Dover scheme 



A LEGAL challenge to controversial 
planning permission for a major 
development in Dover has been 
dismissed by a High Court judge. 

The Kent branch of the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) had taken steps over the 
proposals at Western Heights and 
Farthingloe (pictured). 

Dover District Council had 
granted planning permission for 
521 houses and a retirement village 
at Farthingloe and a large hotel at 
Western Heights. 

The CPRE - who had termed the 
original planning consent as 
“clearly wrong” now have 21 days 
to seek leave to appeal. 

Council leader, Paul Watkins, 
said: “This is a great day for 
democracy and a real boost to the 
town. 


“It will bring a package of much 
needed, high quality housing, 
countryside access improvements 
and heritage works at Drop 
Redoubt alongside a new top 
quality hotel. I therefore hope that 


the scheme promoter, CGI, and 
investors can now catch-up 
following the delay caused by the 
CPRE challenge and make the long 
overdue progress on the eagerly 
awaited development.” 


Warning of a GP ‘crisis’ 
as numbers in decline 


KENT is “lurching towards a 
GP crisis” according to a 
Labour county councillor. 

Dr Mike Eddy, the party’s 
spokesman on the health 
overview and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee, said more must be done “to 
fixt the urgent shortage of GPs” 
in the county. 

He made the call as he put 
forward a motion at a recent 
full council meeting at County 
Hall in Maidstone. 

The motion asks the govern¬ 
ment to fix the “problem of 
retaining and recruiting GPs in 
Kent” and called on the govern¬ 
ment to “address the situation as 
a matter of urgency”. 

The motion was passed with 
a slight amendment from the 
ruling Conservative group. 

Cllr Eddy said: “We are 
woefully short of GPs in Kent and 


the government are failing to 
address the crisis. They are 
sleeping at the wheel. Some 30 
per cent of GPs in Kent are due to 
retire in the next ten years and 
we are lurching towards a crisis. 

“We don’t have enough 
medical students opting to 
become GPs because young 
doctors can no longer risk 
becoming partners in what are 
effectively private businesses. 
The role is less attractive now 
because GPs are so overworked 
and we have more and more 
GPs retiring early due to the 
same pressures. 

“We need the government to 
reduce the burden of bureauc¬ 
racy on GPs so they can spend 
more time treating patients and 
to increase the opportunities for 
training practice nurses to 
support GPs.”

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Multiplex gets 
green light in 
town’s revival 

A £75m leisure complex in the heart of Ashford 
town centre was given the thumbs up by the 
council’s planning committee this week. Chris 
Murphy takes a look at what it means for the town

A MULTI-million 
pound leisure 
complex - featur¬ 
ing cinema, ho¬ 
tel and restau¬ 
rants - has been given the nod 
for the heart of Ashford town 
centre. 

Councillors unanimously 
backed the proposals at an 
Ashford Borough Council 
planning committee to devel¬ 
op what was once the town’s 
cattle market. 

The 2.6 hectare (6.42 acre) 
site, Elwick Place, opposite 
Debenhams, was the market 
until the high speed rail link 
forced it to close. 

UK developer Stanhope PLC 
announced plans in July for 
the £75m investment and re¬ 
ceived a positive response 
from a public consultation. 

Phase one of Elwick Place 
includes a six screen cinema, 
a 60-bed family hotel, eight 
spaces for restaurants and 
bars, and 280 car parking 
spaces. The development is 
likely to generate around 250 
new jobs. 

A second phase, which con¬ 
sists of up to 200 apartments, 
will be considered by the 
planning committee in early 
2016. 

Leader of Ashford Borough 
Council, Gerry Clarkson, said: 
“A town centre cinema, set 
around a new square with 
places to eat and drink, will be 
a real draw and will help to 
bring extra vitality to the 
town centre during the day 
and evening. The old historic 
market gates will be incorpo¬ 
rated into the landscaping to 
reflect a part of our history. 

“It complements the major 
investment that has already 
taken place in the County 
Square shopping centre and 
Elwick Road shared space 
project, and is yet another ex¬ 
ample of the private sector 
seeing the opportunities that 
Ashford can offer. 

“In a few years’ time the 
town centre will look very dif¬ 
ferent, with a new college be¬ 
ing built, the Designer Outlet 
being extended and the office 
development in our commer¬ 
cial quarter moving forward. 
kentnews.co.uk kent-life.co.uk 


This is another part of the 
puzzle and shows Ashford is 
the place to invest and we are 
creating an exciting location 
to live, work and enjoy life.” 

Gary Bourne, director at 
Stanhope, added: “We are 
looking forward to continu¬ 
ing to work closely with the 
council and community, dur¬ 
ing the construction of the 
scheme.” 

It is the latest stage in a ma¬ 
jor overhaul of the town cen¬ 
tre which stalled back in 
2008 when the global econo¬ 
my slumped. 

Having broken the choke 
chain of the town’s ring road, 
by making it two-way traffic, it 
controversially introduced the 
innovative shared space 
scheme with a view to opening 
the door to developing the land 
which sits between the ring 
road and the railway line. 

But although the shared 
space scheme - which blurs 
the divisions between road 
and path to allow pedestrians 
more ease to cross while drop¬ 
ping the speed limit to just 
20mph - has proved success¬ 
ful, the developments have 
stalled. 

But in November, the for¬ 
mal contract for the construc¬ 
tion of Ashford College’s new 
campus at Elwick Road was 
completed as the £10.8m con¬ 
tract was awarded to BAM 
Construction. 

Work to demolish buildings 


on the site have already be¬ 
gun. 

Now, though, with Ashford 
College pushing ahead with 
plans for its campus on the 
corner opposite the station, 
the way is now clear to really 
cash in. 

Jo James, chief executive of 
the Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, said of the new El¬ 
wick Road approval: “Devel¬ 
opments like this are needed 
in our town centres. It will 
create many welcome jobs 
both in the construction of 
the buildings and for those 
who will work in them. 

“It is another good sign that 
the economy is improving 
and is a great sign for Ash¬ 
ford.” 

Plenty of thought seems to 
have gone into the appear¬ 
ance. The report before mem¬ 
bers said: “In terms of materi¬ 
als, the cinema building 
would be clad in a gold col¬ 
oured, anodised aluminium 
mesh shaped to wrap the 
building from the first floor, 
and also shaped in sections to 
curve around the cinema 
building,” adding they would 
“appear opaque during the 
day, with a greater sense of 
translucence as the evening 
draws in and the light drops, 
allowing lighting projections 
to be seen on the back drop of 
a black composite board clad¬ 
ding which sits behind the 
mesh”.

Just how did 
deaf school 
collapse after 
230 years? 

Parents’ and staff sorrow at sudden 
closure of specialist school and college. 
Chris Murphy looks at what went wrong 


N 1792 the Royal School for 
Deaf Children in Margate 
opened its doors for the very 
first time. 

On Friday, December 11 
2015, it shut them for what seems set 
to be the final time. 

In its wake, it put hundreds of staff 
out of work and left parents devastat¬ 
ed as their children - so reliant on the 
school for its specialised teaching 
methods - faced up to having to find 
alternative provision elsewhere. 

The school comprises a number of 
different parts - offering both resi¬ 
dential and day care; becoming a 
home for many. 

The facilities on offer included spe¬ 
cialist therapy rooms, a sensory gar¬ 
den and a fully equipped medical 
centre. 

In addition, it operated Westgate 
College, providing services for young¬ 
sters - including those with disabili¬ 
ties-aged 19-22. 

Operated by the registered charity 
the John Townsend Trust, it em¬ 
ployed some 525 staff, and also ran 
Monkshill Farm education site in 
Faversham, closed and sold off earlier 
this year; a number of charity shops, 
training and community living serv¬ 
ices. 

But a string of significant stum¬ 
bling blocks, which include an on¬ 
going investigation into allegations of 
abuse of an adult at Westgate College, 
saw it crumble and the trust dragged 
into administration. 

Brian Gale, from the National Deaf 
Children’s Society, said: “Having 
Margate has been a lifeline for par¬ 
ents around the country. The school 
closing is having that lifeline taken 
away.” 

The key problem was financial. 

A steady decline in the number of 
pupils being referred had meant a 
corresponding drop in income to 
fund its specialist care provision. 

By the summer it admitted it had to 
make savings of some £650,000 and 
made 20 staff redundant and en¬ 
forced a pay cut across the board. It 
vowed then the school’s future was 
not in doubt. 

But while school numbers were 
struggling, the issues at Westgate 
College were growing. 

In November 2014, the Care Quali¬ 
ty Commission - the independent 


regulator of health and social care - 
investigated allegations of abuse of 
an adult. Police this week confirmed 
an investigation over neglect, theft 
and fraud was ongoing. 

Then, in November of this year, the 
COC returned and took “urgent en¬ 
forcement action” to limit the servic¬ 
es which could be provided at West- 
gate College. 

It exacerbated the financial situa¬ 
tion and ultimately left the trust un¬ 
able to operate, dragging the school 
down with it. 

The trust called in the administra¬ 
tors but they could find no route out 
of the financial crisis and instructed 
the whole school be closed 
immediately. 

A skeleton staff of some 140 remain 
in order to provide care for those who 
live on the site and require intensive, 
round-the-clock treatment and to 
help with relocations. 

But their contracts will be termi¬ 
nated early in the new year. 

The announcement on December 
11 led to traumatic scenes at the 
gates with parents, children, young 
adults and indeed staff in tears. 

An online petition calling on Kent 
County Council, which had no in¬ 
volvement in the running of the 
school, to step in and save the school 
has since been signed by more than 
21,000 people. 

Bradley Sargeant set the petition 
up. He worked at the school as a dual 
support assistant working with chil¬ 
dren and young people and wants to 
see a cash injection from somewhere 
and a new management team to reo¬ 
pen the facilities, taking on the high¬ 
ly specialised staff once more. 

He is aware of the allegations of 
abuse in the adult section of the 
school, and he said the partial closure 
ordered by the COC was like knocking 
down the first domino in a line. 

He told us: “Abuse is not the right 
word for it. As far as I understand, the 
school was extremely confident of 
winning an appeal against the clo¬ 
sure of that section. 

“My understanding is the COC nev¬ 
er came back to inspect the improve¬ 
ments made and so they closed them 
down without warning which obvi¬ 
ously led to the trust deciding it was 
not viable.” 

But it was the COC report on the

care facilities - not the school itself - 
which caused such problems. 

Deborah Westhead is the deputy 
chief inspector of adult social care 
and registration at the CQC. 

She said: “Following serious safe¬ 
guarding concerns, we took urgent 
action to close the accommodation 
services at Westgate College and the 
Road Project [Realising Opportuni¬ 
ties and Achievements of Deaf people] 
run by the John Townsend Trust, in 
the best interests of people’s safety. 

“Our inspectors found evidence of 
significant concern, which we are 
unable to comment on until the legal 
process is complete. I understand 
how distressing this is for residents at 
the college, and their families, but the 
quality and safety of care that was be¬ 
ing provided here was so worrying 
that it was essential for us to use our 
toughest enforcement powers so that 
people could be best protected from 
harm. 

“We have subsequently been in¬ 
formed that the Royal School for Deaf 
Children in Margate has now been 
placed into administration. CQC is 


not responsible for the regulation of 
the school itself and CQC has taken no 
action in relation to the educational 
department. Any question regarding 
the financial management of the 
school should be referred to the ad¬ 
ministrators. 

“We will continue to work closely 
with Kent County Council and Kent 
Police to support their 
investigations.” 

In its report on the trust published 
last December, the CQC said: “People 
were not safeguarded against the risk 
of abuse because the provider had not 
taken reasonable steps to identify the 
possibility of abuse and prevent it be¬ 
fore it occurred and had not respond¬ 
ed appropriately to any allegations of 
abuse.” 

And it added: “The provider had 
not taken steps to protect people from 
abuse.” 

All calls put into the trust are now 
channelled to administrators FRP 
Advisory. 

Speaking about the wider financial 
situation, it said it was liaising with 
the senior management team at the 
trust. 

They said about 35 staff will be re¬ 
tained to provide services for the six 
remaining children who receive 52 
weeks a year of residential care, and 
around 105 further staff will be re¬ 
tained to provide services for adult 
residential care, adult day services, 
and supported living services. 

The viability of the trust’s charity 
shops in Herne Bay, Birchington, 
Ramsgate and Margate are still being 
assessed, while their Blue Wave hy¬ 
drotherapy pool and gym complex 
are presently operating normally. 

Joint administrator Geoff Rowley, 
partner at FRP, said: “The difficult de¬ 
cisions taken to close the Royal 
School for Deaf Children, Westgate 
College and associated educational 
services alongside a managed closure 


of residential operations over the 
coming weeks, will all have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the many children, 
young adults, their families and the 
wider community which these all 
serve.” 

But, ultimately, it is the children 
most in need who will pay the highest 
price. 

One parent, whose teenage son at¬ 
tended the school, but didn’t want to 
be named, told us: “We are aware of 
these abuse allegations, but that does 
not mean we will not continue the 
fight to see this school open once 
again. 

“It has done so much great work for 
so many.” 

A spokesman for Kent County 
Council said it had become aware of 
the financial difficulties in the sum¬ 
mer and extended assistance in terms 
of securing a loan to keep it afloat. 

A spokesman said: “The school was 
originally built to meet the needs of 
children who were deaf. Over time, 
the number of learners has signifi¬ 
cantly declined. There are fewer pu¬ 
pils and they have complex additional 
needs, for example severe learning 
difficulties and multi-sensory impair¬ 
ments. Many purely deaf children are 
now in mainstream with cochlear 
implants. 

“The roll of the school has declined 
over the years, and had the current 
crisis not occurred it is likely that the 
school’s long term viability would 
have been in question anyway as 
funding is so closely tied to pupil 
numbers, as with any school. 

“Kent has 14 compulsory aged pu¬ 
pils in the school, out of a total of, we 
understand, around 55, and six more 
in the sixth form. We have contacted 
the Kent Association of Special Schools 
(KASS) who have responded very posi¬ 
tively to our initial contact to be in¬ 
volved in identifying forward path¬ 
ways for Kent children at the school.”

Empowering a 
princess: The 
hotel with a 
regal pedigree 

From accommodating the future Queen Victoria 
as she suffered from typhoid to appearing on TV 
show Hotel Inspector. Chris Britcher takes a trip 
to meet the couple behind the revived, and now 
flourishing, Albion House Hotel in Ramsgate... 


LITTLE over a year ago, Ben and 
Emma Irvine were at breaking 
point. 

The two 30-somethings had 
taken on an almighty challenge; 
the complete renovation of a derelict building 
with a vision to transform it into a high-class 
hotel. 

Perched on East Cliff in Ramsgate, and look¬ 
ing down over the seaside town’s marina, it 
was drenched in history; laying claim to a piv¬ 
otal moment in the life of Queen Victoria, just 
two years before she ascended to the throne, 
and as she suffered from a suspected case of 
typhoid. 

There is also apparently a hidden tunnel 
which runs beneath the hotel and down on to 
the beach which allowed the then-young prin¬ 
cess to take a dip without attracting attention. 

It was owned by a pioneering architect, a 
former prime minister and the Jewish philan¬ 
thropist Moses Montefiore was a regular visitor. 

Grade II-listed, it had needed to be completely 
gutted - almost all the original features crum¬ 
bling under previous occupants - and was 
comfortably galloping over budget. 

To complicate matters, neither had any ex¬ 
perience in the catering industry. 

“It got extremely stressful,” Mr Irvine, 38, 
who grew up in Gravesend, admits. “The final 
stages of the building work was a bit like SAS 
training - after all the physical exertion at the 
end they try to break you mentally - that was 
what it felt like.” 

Channel 5’s Hotel Inspector programme 
could not resist filming the mayhem. Expert 
Alex Polizzi, whose blood pumps with the 
genes of hoteliers through the ages, came 
down for four of the eight days filming to offer 
valuable advice. 

“She really was great,” explains Mrs Irvine, 
37, who originally hails from Dublin. “We 
were in a tricky place, trying to get the build¬ 
ing work finished, and she said ‘this is really 
stressful now... but it gets so much harder’. 
And she was right.” 

Adds Mr Irvine: “We were trying to get a ho¬ 
tel, restaurant and bar all opened on the same 
day, but once you get it going it’s like dropping a 
ball down a mountain - you just can’t stop it.” 

Yet today things are very different indeed. 
The whirlwind has calmed - a little if not com¬ 
pletely - and the business is now establishing a 
name for itself. 

Particularly for its remarkable history and 
how its fortunes appear to be mirroring the 


hopes and aspirations of the town itself. 

Mrs Irvine explains: “The thing about Ram¬ 
sgate, over the years, has been its ups and 
downs. 

“When this building was built in the 18th 
century it was packed and at the peak of its 
glory. Then society changed and it dipped. 
Then, in the 1950s and 60s, it rose again, then 
budget holidays came in and it declined again. 

“Now we’re seeing it rising again to reflect 
the different way people are living their lives; 
people can work remotely, they want 
get-aways. They want to live by the sea. 

“I think with Ramsgate and seaside towns 
in general, they don’t need more attractions 
they just need people living here with money 
to spend.” 

Albion House was built in 1791; originally 
as a lodge which could be hired for the season 
by the aristocracy. They would come down for 
months at a time to take in the sea air; their 
servants working in the scullery. 

Previous owners include pioneering British 
architect Mary Townley, and twice prime 
minster the Duke of Portland (they have a 
cocktail named after him in the bar today, the 
‘Two-Timer’). 

They are still trying to establish the likeli¬ 
hood that Montefiore spent his honeymoon in 
the building. 

But it is the visit of Princess Victoria in 1835, at 
the age of 15, which remai n s so compelling. 

Mr Irvine explains: “Princess Victoria, soon 
to become Queen Victoria, rested in Albion 
House for six months attempting to overcome 
what is widely believed to be typhoid or the 
strains borne from touring the country. 

“Sir John Conroy, the private secretary of 
Princess Victoria’s mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, sought to seize upon Princess Victoria’s 
weakness and force her to sign papers making 
him her private secretary giving him wider 
powers at the side of the future Queen when 
she became monarch. It was here, on her sick 
bed, Princess Victoria resisted, refusing to sign 
and it was here Princess Victoria showed a de¬ 
termination and strength of will which saw 
her go on to become the most significant mon¬ 
arch in British history. 

“I think it demonstrated that even at just 15 
she had this remarkable backbone.” 

For more than 100 years - thought to be all 
of the 20th century - it was the home of Ram¬ 
sgate Town Council and the offices of the 
town’s mayor. 

In the cellar today remains a large wooden

board bearing the names of dozens of 
mayors. And it’s not the only relic 
from that era which survives. 

The bar is the mayor’s bench - with 
the ink wells which lined it still visible 
for those who sit there. 

Yet for three years before they 
picked up the keys it had been empty. 

“It was derelict,” explains Mr Ir¬ 
vine. “It was an old office building, 


upstairs had the mayor’s office and 
parlour and what is now the bar was 
the council chamber. There they 
would sit and discuss matters of the 
town.” 

Adds Mrs Irvine: “Everything was 
mint green; there were water leaks 
everywhere, it was dark and damp, 
but overall structurally sound and 
good enough for us.” 


Mrs Irvine is an architect by trade - 
formerly working for successful devel¬ 
opers in London and Dublin. After get¬ 
ting engaged to Ben the couple looked 
to invest in the property market. 

Alerted to Ramsgate by friends, she 
fell in love with the town on her first 
visit and the couple quickly found a 
flat to live in. 

They started by investing in buy- 


to-let holiday houses - which they 
still run today, with some 25 under 
their umbrella - and then spotted Al¬ 
bion House. 

Explains Mrs Irvine: “We weren’t 
looking for a hotel, but after we met 
our business partners, Gay and John 
Haines, we thought about holiday 
letting. 

“We started with very little capital 


so did holiday lets for three years. 

“But one day I drove past this place 
and said to John it was so sad to see 
that building sat there derelict.” 

The result was the Haines bought 
the freehold of the property - which 
the Irvines then rent, allowing them 
to run and own the hotel business 
they operate. 

Today, the building has been beau-

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tifully restored. The decor is soft, yet 
striking, fixtures and fittings shout 
quality and the design is clearly 
co-ordinated. 

However, there remains little of the 
original features. 

Mr Irvine explains: “The old coun¬ 
cil had put a big steel structure 
throughout the building and de¬ 
stroyed much of the original features. 
We were left with no choice but to rip 
pretty much everything out. We 
stripped 20 tonnes of steel as part of 
the renovation.” 

One of many listed properties in a 
seaside town which boasts so many, 
Ramsgate has struggled to fully push 
the regeneration button. Yet. 

The Albion House Hotel, however, 
is a significant player in that 
regeneration. 

Costing some £1.5m to renovate, 
funding was achieved through Kent 
County Council’s Expansion East 
Kent scheme and the Irvines have 
nothing but praise for the authority 
and its efficiency. 

Ramsgate, however, may prove a 
tricky nut to crack. 

Overshadowed by its neighbours - 
the ever popular Broadstairs - and 
the remarkable affinity held by so 
many for Margate - it may find itself 
at the bottom of the three main Than- 
et towns’ revival. 

Yet, of course, it has so much going 
for it. The architecture, the history, 
the marina; it is already showing the 
green shoots of recovery, and with 
property prices competitive com¬ 
pared with many other areas in the 
county, the Londoner looking to get 
more bang for his or her buck and 
have a place by the sea, is finding it 
increasingly attractive. 

The dream, of course, is to do for 


Ramsgate what the day-tripper did 
for Whitstable a little further down 
along the north Kent coast - and that 
is to help inject first funds and then 
attract investment. 

Whitstable’s almost complete re¬ 
versal took little more than 20 years... 
you wouldn’t bet against Ramsgate 
following suit. 

And the Irvines may be just the sort 


of people Ramsgate needs to attract - 
young, ambitious professionals with 
a desire to invest and to spend. 

From their dealings with the holi¬ 
day lets business, they were aware 
there was a demand for good quality 
accommodation. 

Adds Mr Irvine: “When we spoke to 
Laura Sandys [former Tory South 
Thanet MP] at about the time of the 


Open in Sandwich, she said there was 
a real issue with a lack of quality ho¬ 
tel space in this area.” 

Mrs Irvine adds: “We had a DJ who 
used to work at Ministry of Sound 
who would spend £600 for two or 
three nights in our self-catering flats 
- we used to heavily weight the costs 
so it was more cost effective to rent it 
for the whole week. He paid a premi¬ 
um for that because he wanted a 
beautiful place rather than a hotel 
room. His motivation was his envi¬ 
ronment rather than what he was 
getting for his money. 

“People who come here aren’t moti¬ 


vated by price. Everyone is motivated 
by value but not the actual price.” 

After the chaos of the refurbish¬ 
ment, Ben and Emma say the days of 
90-hour weeks are beginning to sub¬ 
side - primarily due to having hired 
an experienced general manager to 
take much of the day-to-day pressure 
off their shoulders. 

So what next for the couple who ad¬ 
mit they would do it again given half 
the chance. 

“We don’t know quite what will be 
next - perhaps a bowling alley?” they 
smirk... but after last time your wouldn’t 
bet against them doing just that.

F ILM and television direc¬ 
tors are continuing to flock 
to the county as the perfect 
spot to shoot their latest big 
productions - prompting 
the county council to unveil its latest 
‘movie map’. 

The online map provides users the 
chance to see what popular shows 
have been filmed where. 

It boasts themed trails including 
ones dedicated to Jane Austen, James 
Bond, Charles Dickens, Darling Buds 
of May and The Other Boleyn Girl, 
with a special Tudor Trail to be re¬ 
leased next year. 

And it all adds up to millions of 
pounds flooding into the local econ¬ 
omy as crews set up camp for the du¬ 
ration of their shooting schedule. 

The latest additions include BBC 
Two drama London Spy, which fea¬ 
tures the Isle of Grain and the Dart- 
ford Crossing. 

Kent County Council cabinet 
member for economic development 
Mark Dance said: “This map not 
only shows how popular Kent is as a 
filming location but shows future 
productions that Kent is open for 
business. 

“We have some of the most won¬ 
derful locations in the country 
which can be utilised by film crews 
from the sweeping landscapes of Ea¬ 
gle Heights to the coastal coves of 
Botany Bay. 

“Last year, filming in Kent brought 
in £6.9 million to the local economy 
and I look forward to seeing what fu¬ 
ture films and television pro¬ 
grammes are shot in Kent.” 
Highlights of each district include: 

Ashford: 

The village of Chilham is a film fa¬ 
vourite having been used as a film 
location for a multitude of projects 
including the BBC adaption of Emma 
(2009), Top Gear 50th Jaguar Spe¬ 
cial (2011) and Miss Marple - The 
Moving Finger (2006). 

Age of Heroes (2011), the true sto¬ 
ry of James Bond creator Ian Flem¬ 
ing’s time with the 30th Commando 
Unit also made use of the Ashford 
district, filming in Pluckley. 

Canterbury: 


The earliest filming in Canter¬ 
bury, rather fittingly, dates back to 
the Michael Powell feature film ver¬ 
sion of Chaucer’s classic novel, A 
Canterbury Tale (1944). Canterbury 
including the cathedral, Wickham- 
breaux Village and The Red Lion Inn 
in Wingham all feature throughout 
the film. 

The latest production on the Mov¬ 
ie Map in the Canterbury district is 
BBC One comedy series Boomers 
(2014), starring Russ Abbot, Steph¬ 
anie Beacham, Alison Steadman 
and June Whitfield which used 
Herne Bay and Studd Hill as filming 
locations. 

Dartford: 

The Dartford Crossing briefly fea¬ 
tures for the dramatic chase where 
Hagrid and Harry are being am¬ 
bushed by death eaters in the sev¬ 
enth instalment of the iconic film 
series Harry Potter, the Deathly Hal¬ 
lows-Part 1 (2010). 

Dartford town was the setting for 
the Oscar winning short film, Wasp 
(2003), directed and written by 
Dartford-born Andrea Arnold. 

Dover: 

The English Heritage-managed 
Dover Castle is one of Kent’s most 
popular filming locations having 
featured in productions such as 
Avengers: Age of Ultron (2015), Into 
The Woods (2015), Wolf Hall (2015) 
and The Other Boleyn Girl (2008). 

The Dover coast, including the 
iconic White Cliffs of Dover, have fea¬ 
tured in films such as Sherlock Hol¬ 
mes-A Game of Shadows (2011), On 
A Clear Day (2005) and TV dramas 
including Legacy (2013) and Poirot 
-The Clocks (2009). 

Sandwich: 

Discovery Park was used for Brad 
Pitt feature film World War Z (2013) 
and has provided both the produc¬ 
tion base and locations for both se¬ 
ries of Sky Atlantic drama The Tun¬ 
nel (2013). 

Gravesham: 

Private school Cobham Hall is an¬ 
other of Kent’s screen gems and has 
been used for many productions in¬ 
cluding CBBC adaptation of Dame 
Jacqueline Wilson’s popular chil¬ 
dren’s novel Hetty Feather (2015), 
feature film Wild Child (2008) and 


BBC adaption of Dickens Bleak 
House (2005). 

Gravesend has been used for film¬ 
ing by BBC One drama The Intercep¬ 
tor (2015), BBC adaption of Canter¬ 
bury Tales - The Seacaptain’s Tale 
(2003) and feature film starring 
John Mills, The Long Memory 
(1953). 

Maidstone: 

As well as being home to The 
Maidstone Studios which has at¬ 
tracted TV entertainments shows 
such as Take Me Out and Later... 
with Jools Holland, the Maidstone 
area has been seen on screen in pro¬ 
ductions such as EastEnders Easter 
special (2007) which filmed in 
Wormshill and Harrietsham, ITV 
drama Half Broken Things (2007) 
filmed at Boughton Monchelsea 
Place and Teston Bridge Country 
Parks, which also features in 
Dunkirk (1958). 

Leeds Castle was chosen as a loca¬ 
tion for productions such as ITV 
drama Henry VIII (2003), Lady Jane 
(1986) which was Helena Bonham 
Carter’s first leading role, feature 
film Henry VIII (1979) and Kind 
Hearts and Coronets (1949). 

Medway: 

The Historic Dockyard Chatham is 
another of Kent’s in demand filming 
locations being chosen by feature 


films Mr Turner (2014), Les Misera- 
bles (2013) and Sherlock Holmes 1 & 
2 (2009/2011) and TV dramas Call 
The Midwife (2012 - 2015), Mr 
Selfridge (2013 - 2015) and Oliver 
Twist (2007). 

Also filmed in the Medway area 
were Black Sea (2014) starring Jude 
Law, which used the Black Widow 
submarine in Strood, BBC adaption 
of Dickens The Mystery of Edwin 
Drood (2012), which took advan¬ 
tage of Dickensian Kent and filmed 
at Rochester - Eastgate House, the 
castle and cathedral - as well as Riv¬ 
erside Country Park, while Fort Am¬ 
herst appears in Val Kilmer thriller 


The Saint (1997). 

Sevenoaks: 

Penshurst Place is a very popular 
film location, having welcomed pro¬ 
ductions including BBC dramas 
Henry V - The Hollow Crown - No 
Surrender (2012) and Merlin (2008) 
plus films including To Kill a King 
(2003), The Princess Bride (1987) 
and Anne of a Thousand Days 
(1969). 

The National Trust’s Knole Park 
has been utilised for filming by Pi¬ 
rates of the Caribbean - On Stranger 
Tides (2011), Burke and Hare (2010), 
The Other Boleyn Girl (2008) which

also filmed at nearby Hever Castle, 
and even The Beatles music videos 
for Strawberry Fields Forever and 
Penny Lane (1967). 

Shepway: 

The area has attracted filming 
from projects such as drama series 
The Honourable Woman (2014), 
which used Romney Marshes, Salt- 
wood Castle features in My Week 
With Marilyn (2011) and Michael 
Caine film Is Anybody There? (2009) 
filmed in Folkestone and Hythe. 

The unique landscape at Dunge- 
ness has been used for filming by 
Ginger and Rosa (2012), Mike Leigh’s 
All Or Nothing (2002) and Doctor 
Who: The Claws of Axos (1971). 

Swale : 

Channel 4 drama Southcliffe 
(2012) was set in Faversham and 
filmed at a variety of locations in the 
area including Oare Marshes, which 
were also used for Mike Newell’s fea¬ 
ture film adaption of Great 
Expectations (2012). 

Swale has also starred in ITV’s 
Jekyll and Hyde (2015), feature film 
The Hide (2008) who used Elmley 
Nature Reserve and The Sweeney 
(2012) which used the Isle of Sheppey 
for a dramatic car chase. 

Thanet: 

BBC One series True Love (2012) 
based the entire series in Thanet 
maximising the beautiful coast in¬ 
cluding Margate, the Turner Con¬ 
temporary, Westgate-On-Sea, Clift- 
onville, Pegwell Bay, Botany Bay and 
Broadstairs. 


The area has also been seen in pro¬ 
ductions such as ITV comedy Edge of 
Heaven (2014), Ricky Gervais Chan¬ 
nel 4 show Derek (2013) which 
filmed in Broadstairs, Die Another 
Day (2002) with Pierce Brosnan as 
James Bond used the former Manston 
Airport site and the infamous Only 
Fools and Horses: The Jolly Boys’ 
Outing (1989) episode featuring 
Margate. 


Tonbridge and Mailing: 

Channel 4 drama Cape Wrath 
(2007) was set at the new housing 
development at Leybourne Lakes and 
also used Kings Hill. 

The town of Tonbridge featured in 
crime drama Missing series 2 (2010), 
with Aylesford appearing in Half a 
Sixpence (1967) and RAF West 
Mailing Airstrip, which is now Kings 
Hill, was used for The Beatles - Magi¬ 
cal Mystery Tour (1967). 


Tunbridge Wells: 

The film adaptation of Jane 
Austen’s novel Pride and Prejudice 
(2005), starring Keira Knightley, 
Brenda Blethyn, Matthew Macfadyen 
and Judi Dench was largely filmed at 
Groombridge Place, which was also a 
film location for The Draughtsman’s 
Contract (1982). 

BBC spy drama Hunted (2012) also 
filmed in the area at Scotney Castle 
Garden and estate and a French and 
Saunders Pride and Prejudice sketch 
(1996) utilised country estate 


Finchcocks. 

Gabrielle Lindemann from the 
Kent County Council Film Office said 
“The completion of the Movie Map is 
a great achievement for us and shows 
how popular Kent is as a filming 
location. 

“The county can boast a very di¬ 
verse range of locations we can offer 
to production complemented by the 
Kent Film Office services and, above 
all, the welcome extended by many 
local communities and facilities.

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Blood scandal victims 
refuse to give up fight 

Another set-back in the pursuit of justice, but public health 
minister vows contamination consultation will be in January

V ICTIMS of the blood con¬ 
tamination scandal have 
once again slammed the 
government for failing to 
progress plans for a con¬ 
sultation and compensation package 
for those affected. 

It had been hoped details of funds 
set aside would be announced during 
chancellor George Osborne’s spend¬ 
ing review. 

But there was no mention of any 
dedicated funding, leaving those sur¬ 
vivors from the appalling health 
blunder to nurse yet another blow to 
their hopes of justice. 

However, on Wednesday, public 
health minister Jane Ellison told the 
House of Commons a 12-week con¬ 
sultation will begin in January - and 
apologised for the delays but said 
pushing it into the new year was es¬ 
sential “to ensure we get it right”. 

One of the most vocal campaigners 
has been Broadstairs’ Steve Dymond. 
Born with haemophilia - a condition 


which prevents the blood from clot¬ 
ting property - he was, like many 
others with the condition, treated by 
a range of blood products during the 
1970s and 80s. 

In particular was a product called 
Factor VIII, which was taken to help 
the blood clot. However, it was 
sourced from a range of donors in¬ 
cluding prisoners and drug addicts in 
the US. 

With no suitable checks in place on 
the blood by the NHS, many sufferers 
found themselves infected with the 
likes of HIV or heptatis C. 

It is thought more than 7,500 peo¬ 
ple were infected - some 2,000 of 
whom have since died as a result. 

For many of those who did survive, 
they have seen their lives derailed by 
health problems. 

Mr Dymond, 59, saw his career as a 
teacher ruined as he found himself 
struggling with hep C which affects 
the liver. 

Unable to have children amid fears 
over his health, he and his wife Su 
have been forced to move into his eld¬ 
erly mother-in-law’s home. 

In addition, in the last couple of 


weeks he has suffered a cancer set¬ 
back which due to the impact of hepa¬ 
titis C on his liver means he now needs 
a transplant. 

Earlier this year, amid mounting 
pressure and publicity for the vic¬ 
tims, it had been hoped the govern¬ 
ment under David Cameron would 
finally right the terrible wrongs. 

In March, the PM made the first 
ever apology from the government 
for the scandal and pledged £2 5m to 
help aid those affected with more to 
be announced after May’s general 
election, 

But so far the £2 5m has not been 
forthcoming and, in July, the govern¬ 
ment delayed any further announce¬ 
ment until after the spending review. 

The silence during that announce¬ 
ment has made victims doubt all pre¬ 
vious promises. 

A consultation had been expected 
to be announced before Christmas, 
but public health minister Jane Elli¬ 
son said she was disappointed to 
push it back into January. 

Mr Dymond, who was mentioned 
during this week’s debate in the 
House of Commons, told KoS it was 



just the latest delay. 

He said: “What was sold in July to 
victims of the contaminated blood 
scandal as a Tull and open consulta¬ 
tion’ with the Department of Health 
moving with speed to complete an 
eight-week ‘first time ever’ consulta¬ 
tion process and reporting on a reso¬ 
lution before Christmas to this 30- 
year saga of needless suffering for so 
many, has yet to emerge from dark¬ 
ening skies. 

“In a week when the prognosis for 
my liver damage suddenly became 
significantly worse - chemotherapy 


and the prospect of a transplant are 
the only gifts in Santa’s sack for us 
this year - witnessing the perpetual 
acts of prevarication by Jane Ellison 
and her officials to put off bringing 
resolution to this most horrific of 
NHS treatment disasters, brought to 
mind the hopelessness and pointless¬ 
ness of the labours of Sisyphus [Greek 
myth where he was punished by 
pushing a rock up a mountain only 
for it to roll back down and the proc¬ 
ess repeated over and over again].”

should the situation ever be resolved 
- will actually come from. 

What victims have long wanted to 
avoid was being seen to take funding 
from NHS coffers. 

Adds Mr Dymond: “In his autumn 
statement, the chancellor was forced 
to pour an additional £8bn into the 
NHS simply to keep services 
functioning. 

“How will there be any ring-fenced 
funding available for the victims of 


contaminated blood when the NHS 
continues to be in such dire financial 
straits? Thus forcing victims of con¬ 
taminated blood into a unseemly bid¬ 
ding war for compensation with many 
other pressing needs within the NHS. 
It is hard to imagine such cruelty to a 
small beleaguered community.” 

The only inquiry into the scandal 
took place between 2007 and 2009 
by Lord Archer who described it as 
an “horrific human tragedy”. 


KENT on Sunday has been - and 
remains - a staunch supporter of 
those whose lives have been 
blighted by this most remarkable 
and disgraceful of scandals. 

That the NHS handed out these 
contaminated blood products to 
those already suffering with 
haemophilia was horrendous 
enough. To still not have confronted 
the issue and fast-tracked a 
compensation package in line with 
the pain and suffering it has caused 
to both the victims and those so 


many have left behind, is baffling. 

After so much optimism earlier in 
the year that a resolution was finally 
on the horizon, it is easy to feel it is 
so far down the list of priorities that 
without continued publicity and 
pressure it may drop off again. 

And for many already suffering 
for so long, any significant delay may 
simply come, tragically, too late. 

Therefore we will continue to 
highlight the issue as we go into 
2016 and continue to ensure it 
doesn’t fall off the radar. 


There is no doubt the NHS is 
under financial pressure and there 
is no doubt any compensation 
should not come at the expense of 
health care services. But the 
government has a responsibility to 
right a wrong from the past, and for 
those victims not to feel bad for 
receiving money to compensate for 
the enormous impact it has had on 
their lives. 

It’s easy to think they are a small 
number, but their voice is loud and 
we will continue to ensure it is heard.

Alex Kingston is thrilled to be back for this year's 
Doctor Who Christmas special - but will the rumoured 
on-screen chemistry between River Song and Peter 
Capaldi's Doctor come to fruition? Susan Griffin has 
the gossip. 


Alex Kingston has many memories 
from her wedding day to TV 
producer Jonathan Stamp back in 
the summer, including being told off 
by her former Doctor Who co-star 
Matt Smith. 

He’d got wind of the fact she was 
to reappear as the Doctor’s wife 
River Song, this time opposite Peter 
Capaldi’s incarnation. 

Kingston, who was last seen being 
kissed goodbye by Smith in 2013’s 
The Name Of The Doctor, didn’t 
expect to be back: “I thought that 
was it for me. I was never officially 
told that’s it, but enough time had 
passed since the last episode...” 

But then she heard through fans 
that Moffat and [former 
showrunner] Russell T. Davies had 
mentioned what fun it would be if 
they were to explore River with 
Capaldi’s Doctor. “They’re both men 
who keep so much close to their 
chests that they wouldn’t say, or

even entertain, the idea like that in 
print unless there was some seed 
germinating somewhere, but I still 
didn’t hear anything for ages,” 
Kingston continues. 

In the special, it’s Christmas Day 
on a remote human colony and the 
Doctor is hiding. When a crashed 
spaceship calls upon him for help, 
he finds himself recruited into 
River Song’s squad and hurled into 
a fast and frantic chase across the 
galaxy. 

King Hydroflax (Greg Davies) is 
furious, and his giant Robot 
bodyguard is out of control and 
coming for them all! Will Nardole 
(Matt Lucas) survive? And when 
will River Song work out who the 
Doctor is? 

All will be revealed on a starliner 



full of galactic super-villains and a 
destination the Doctor has been 
avoiding for a very long time. 

River doesn’t know he’s the Doctor 
when they meet, which, Kingston 
says, went “hand in hand” with the 
fact she didn’t know what to expect 
from Capaldi, as she hadn’t been 
watching the series since her 
departure. 

She first appeared in the series 
opposite David Tennant in 2008, and 
insists the experience doesn’t 
change with each new Doctor. 

“Essentially my character is the 
same, so there’s continuity there, 
and the fun is interacting with 


someone who is essentially the same 
man, but in a different skin with a 
different energy.” 

Russell T. Davies reportedly 
described the on-screen union of 
River and Capaldi’s Doctor as a 
potential “sex storm”, so has the 
special has been sexed up? “It’s a 
family show, but there have been 
moments on set where we’ve started 
to call it ‘Doctor Blue’,” admits 
Kingston with a laugh. 

“The script is fantastic,” she adds, 
“and the fast-paced and comedy 
interaction between the two is a bit 
like those old slapstick movies, like 
Spencer Tracy and Katharine 


Hepburn, it’s got that screwball 
quality.” 

She is genuinely surprised that, 
seven years after her first 
appearance, she’s still getting to 
reprise River. “I thought she was 
just a beautifully written character 
in a two-episode story arc, but 
Steven had other intentions,” she 
said. 

“I think any actress would love the 
opportunity to explore the 
character. Partly because in this 
fabulous world of sci-fi, you get to 
run around and fight aliens and 
monsters and have this quick-fire 
dialogue.” 


Q&A Timothy Spall 

How would you describe Fun¬ 
gus? 

Even though he is a snot-ridden, 
farting monster, he is actually quiet, 
very polite and very decent. He is a 
sort of Edwardian character. Like a 
lot of Raymond Briggs’ characters, 
he has a sense of decency and of 
doing the right thing. He finds all 
his son’s revolutionary ideas 
disquieting because he believes in 
the idea that there is a place for 
everything and everything in its 
place. 

Tell us about the story... 

It’s about the life of a Bogeyman 
who is having a mild existential 
crisis and is starting to doubt what 
he does a little. He lives down there, 
and then he comes up here and 
scares people. That’s his job. He 
does it with great politeness, not 


wickedness. It’s a mutual relation¬ 
ship with the people on the surface, 
who the Bogeymen call Drycleaners 
and they’re all happy with it. 

So what changes? 

We’ve introduced an element in 
which Fungus’s son Mould has been 
affected by the proliferation of 
information. He’s become 
‘Drycurious’ and absconds to the 
world above. Even though they 
know they’re breaking the law, 
Fungus and his beloved Bogeywife 
Mildew want Mould back. But they 
find themselves trapped Up Top ... 

Where do Fungus and Mildew 
end up? 

They have to live in suburban 
Daventry, of all places. It’s a classic 
fish-out-of-water situation. They live 
next to Wendy and Daryl, a well- 
meaning couple who are going 
through an existential crisis of 



their own. But they’re very kind 
and understanding people. 

Even though the series has 
added new 

elements, does it still remain 
faithful to 

the spirit of Raymond Briggs' 
book? 

Absolutely. We’ve taken a leap of 
faith and invented some new 
theatrical conceits but I think we’ve 
managed to maintain the flavour of 



the book and that subversive quality 
that Raymond Briggs does so 
beautifully. 


Do you think children's tastes 
have 

got more sophisticated? 

Their scope has definitely broad¬ 
ened. In my day, there were only 
Twizzle, Torchy the Battery Boy and 
Bill and Ben. You had to queue 
outside the Granada cinema in 


Clapham Junction to see Bambi. 
Now all kids have to do is press a 
button to see their favourite shows. 
So because there is now a lot more 
material available, children seem 
more literate in what they imbibe. 
They may appear more sophisti¬ 
cated but, in fact, kids are still kids. 
They’ll still respond to something 
made with honesty and gusto. They 
still love fart gags... let’s hope so, 
anyway! 

Why do you think Fungus the 
Bogeyman 

will appeal at Christmas? 

A four-year-old can sit next to an 
80-year-old and they’ll both get a lot 
out of it. One of the hardest things 
to crack is family entertainment. I 
think we’ve contemporised a classic, 
but we have captured the very 
strong flavour of a highly original 
book that has a uniquely British 
feel.

Southeastern Q&A backfires as 
commuters express frustration 

Tom Pyman on a misplaced Tweet and how all commuters and travellers need to be aware of major 
changes to services over Christmas, which will see a number of London terminals closed until January 


S outheastern tram ser¬ 
vices are to be severely dis¬ 
rupted over the festive peri¬ 
od, with no trains at all 
stopping at Charing Cross, 
Waterloo East, Cannon Street and 
London Bridge. 

This is due to Thameslink Pro¬ 
gramme improvement work taking 
place from between 8pm on Christ¬ 
mas Eve to Sunday January 3. 

Ahead of the disruption, South¬ 
eastern held a question and answer 
session on its Twitter page on Tues¬ 
day afternoon, where commuters had 
two hours to ask questions related to 
changes to services over the next fort¬ 
night, although the exercise was de¬ 
scribed by some users as a PR disaster 
following a series of embarrassing 
moments. 

Chiefs confirmed that over the fes¬ 
tive period it only has the capacity to 
run two trains per hour during the 
morning rush from Grove Park to 
Blackfriars and Victoria in the capi¬ 
tal, rather than the usual nine. 

Southeastern’s managing director 
David Statham said: “Whilst Network 
Rail carry out this important work to 
improve the railway for our passen¬ 
gers, our priority is to do everything 
possible to let you know how your 
journey will be affected and what 
your alternative options are so you 
can still reach your destination.” 

Spokespeople insisted that with 30 
per cent fewer passengers using its 
services this month, implementing 
schedule changes over Christmas 
would have the lowest impact, al¬ 
though there would be extra staff em¬ 
ployed at ‘key hub stations’ to help 
cope with overcrowding. 

Bosses were also left a little red¬ 
faced as commuters pointed out that 


there was just one ticket machine in 
operation at the new £26m Rochester 
station, which opened last week. 

It was, however, announced that a 
second machine would be installed 
and ready to use in the coming weeks. 

The blunders continued when the 
account responded to a tweet from an 
account called Southeastern Pains 
that asked “Is it acceptable that 
Southeastern can delay commuters 
by 4hr 50min every week without 
owing a penny of compensation?” 
with the following reply: “Yes that 
would be acceptable for you to travel 
that way.” 

The firm subsequently deleted the 
tweet and apologised, claiming the 
response was meant for another 
question during the session. 

The user behind the Southeastern 
Pains account told KoS: “The tweet 
was an amusing sideshow, but it was 
probably simple human error, and 
the real issue remains that we have a 
monopoly supplier making big profits 
while providing an inadequate ser¬ 
vice, all year round. 

“It is not unusual for people travel¬ 
ling on peak-time services five days a 
week to suffer nine or 10 delays in 
any given week. 

“The performance stats don’t show 
this because they give equal weight to 
packed commuter trains, which usu¬ 
ally run late and which most people 
use, and mostly non peak ones, which 
are much less heavily used and must 
often run on time. 

“The delays are sometimes due to 
network issues out of Southeastern’s 
control, but are often caused by issues 
such as their old and poorly main¬ 
tained rolling stock developing faults. 

“And when things do go wrong, the 
provision of information is awful and 


delay repay arrangements are wholly 
inadequate. 

“I actually think Christmas is prob¬ 
ably a sensible time to be doing main¬ 
tenance and improvement work, but 
Southeastern have lost the confi¬ 
dence of their passengers so people 
won’t believe them when they say it is 
necessary.” 

Frustration was also vented during 
the Q&A with regards to essential 
work on the line between Tonbridge 
and Hastings, which began earlier 
this week, with engineers replacing 
worn-out components and rail on a 
busy section of the route, along with 
vital maintenance on the earthworks 
and signalling systems. 

Network Rail’s route managing di¬ 
rector for the south east, Alasdair 
Coates, said: “Our railway is booming 


FROM 8pm on Thursday Decem¬

and many lines are as busy on week¬ 
ends as they are during the week. 

“To keep trains running reliably 
we have to continue with our railway 
upgrade plan to replace worn-out 
track and other equipment, but we 
also know that passengers want to 
travel by train on a Saturday and 
Sunday. 

“We have worked with Southeast¬ 
ern on a plan to continue our im¬ 
provement work on the Hastings line 
overnight on Mondays and Tuesdays, 
when evening trains are at their qui¬ 
etest - and considerably quieter than 
at weekends. 

“There is no good time to do this 
work and it is almost impossible to do 
so without impacting on passengers 
- however I’m confident that this will 
plan keep the railway open as long as 


Commuters should note these 
station closures also apply between 
Tuesday 29 and Thursday 31 
where a ‘Saturday service’ will 
apply. 

Tickets will be accepted on 
alternative routes on Transport for 
London services. 

The following stations will not 
have direct trains to London 
throughout this period: Belvedere, 
Catford Bridge, Clock House, 
Deptford, Eden Park, Elmers End, 
Erith, Greenwich, Hayes, Lower 
Sydenham, Maidstone West, Maze 
Hill, New Cross, New Beckenham, 
Snodland, St Johns, West Wickham, 
Westcombe Park and Woolwich 
Dockyard. 

Replacement buses will be 
available, and tickets will be 


possible, while also improving jour¬ 
neys for everybody.” 

Richard Dean, train services direc¬ 
tor at Southeastern, said: “Network 
Rail has asked to take possession of 
this route from this time on Monday 
evening to carry out vital engineer¬ 
ing work and we have agreed as we 
are assured it will mean less work 
taking place at the weekend. 

“We appreciate this will inconve¬ 
nience those who travel on this line 
after 9pm on a Monday or Tuesday 
evening and we apologise for that, 
but this will impact on a much lesser 
number of passengers than if this 
happened on a Saturday or Sunday. 

“Bus replacement services will be 
in place during these times and we 
would urge passengers to please leave 
extra time for their journeys.”

I T WOULD be easy to dis¬ 
miss the power of the 
pantomime; that most 
quintessentially British 
festive theatrical pro¬ 
duction. 

After all, it’s often hard to 
see beyond the brightly col¬ 
oured costumes, the custard 
pies, the machine-gun gags 
and wave upon wave of audi¬ 
ence call and response. 

Yet, according to one of the 
leading proponents of the gen¬ 
re in the county, the commer¬ 
cial clout it packs could be all 
that stands between life and 
death for many of our regional 
theatres. 

TV star and author Paul 
Hendy runs Evolution Pro¬ 
ductions along with his wife 
and business partner, Emily 
Wood, from their offices in 
Eastry, near Sandwich. 

Not only is it the creative 
brains behind the critically- 
lauded Marlowe Theatre pan¬ 
tomime in Canterbury, but it 
also stages shows in major 
arenas in Crawley, Croydon, 
Sheffield, Shrewsbury and St 
Albans. 

He knows that the success 
of the panto at this time of 
year is essential. 

He explained to KoS: “I 
think it is fair to say theatres 
heavily rely on the income 
made with their pantos so 
they can put on other shows 
through the year - some¬ 
times, shows that are a little 
bit experimental. 

“That means audiences can 
enjoy a much wider range of 
entertainment than might 
otherwise be possible, thanks 
to the panto income. 

“Pantomimes for many the¬ 
atres around the country are 
their lifeblood. Without pan¬ 
tomime, some theatres in Brit¬ 
ain wouldn’t be able to sur¬ 
vive. 

“I think for some theatres 
something like 30 to 40 per 
cent of their annual income is 
from panto. And considering it 
is only on for four weeks of the 
year that is some slice of reve¬ 
nue. 

“On top of that, I think pan¬ 
tomime is in a good place at 
the moment. It is as popular as 
it has ever been and is show¬ 
ing a good growth every 
year.” 

Artistic endeavour is a no¬ 
torious hard sell at times and 
with many theatres needing 


big audiences to break even, 
the success of the panto - 
playing to sell-out, or near 
sell-out arenas for a matinee 
and evening performance 
every day - can allow many 
other events to be staged to 
provide a depth to the thea¬ 
tre’s offering, but not neces¬ 
sarily break even. 

Pull the panto and the safe¬ 
ty net it creates disappears. 

No surprise, then, that 
practically every theatre in 
the county - big or small - is 
currently putting on one of 
the big productions; Snow 
White, Beauty and the Beast, 
Peter Pan, Cinderella, Jack 
and Beanstalk, Sleeping 
Beauty and Dick Whittington. 

Beauty and the Beast is cur¬ 
rently playing at the Centre 
Theatre in Chatham. 

Run by Medway Council, a 
spokesman for the authority 
explained: “There has been no 
decline in the love of panto¬ 
mimes and at this moment in 
time this is the best selling 
show that we have done. 

“Panto does bring in a lot of 
revenue over the festive period 
and it is no secret the shows 
can help support theatres for 
the rest of the year.” 

Certainly ticket sales tell 
the story. 

Folkestone’s Leas Cliff Hall 
starts its run of Aladdin on 
Tuesday. 

Last year’s record produc¬ 
tion of Sleeping Beauty was 
seen by 9,500 people and ven¬ 
ue chiefs are expecting even 
more this year. 

Dave Cameron at the venue 
explained: “The cast and crew 
have been hard at work over 
the past two months with fi¬ 
nal costume, set and script 
preparations and rehearsing. 
The final preparations and full 
dress rehearsals for this year’s 
spectacular pantomime, 
Aladdin, are well under way. 
With some performances al¬ 
ready sold out, we’re expect¬ 
ing a busy festive season.” 

Martin Dodd, managing di¬ 
rector of UK Productions, 
which is putting on Cinderel¬ 
la, at the Assembly Halls, 
Tunbridge Wells said: “We are 
currently producing 11 pan¬ 
tos this year across the coun¬ 
try demonstrating that old 
and young alike really are still 
in love with it.” 

Mark Everett is director of the 
Marlowe Theatre. He under¬ 


stands fully the importance of 
putting on a good show. 

Over 90,000 will file 
through the doors before the 
production of Snow White fi¬ 
nally closes on January 10 to 
see stars like EastEnders’ ac¬ 
tress Rita Simmons and chil¬ 
dren’s favourite Mr Maker. The 
use of celebrities has become a 
key sales tool for the bigger 
shows, although any produc¬ 
tion which sinks its budget into 
the star name’s bank account 
runs the risk of poor reviews 
and losing a reputation for 
quality which can take years o 
recover. 

Perhaps a rare feat in the 
world of the theatre is the abil¬ 
ity to pull in every age group 
for the same show - especially 
children. 

Mr Everett explains: “We 
are proud of the fact that Mar¬ 
lowe pantomimes are real 
family affairs, with audiences 
made up of lots of different 
ages - producer Paul Hendy 
always talks about the day he 
saw four generations of one 
family at a show. 

“We are heading for a sales 
record for our panto this year, 
breaking all previous panto¬ 
mime sales. Our previous 
record was 90,000 for Jack 
And The Beanstalk in 
2013/14. We’ll be able to an¬ 
nounce the final figure at the 
end of the run in January. 

“We sell a lot of our tickets 
far in advance, as people 
know demand is huge. In fact, 
we are already selling tickets 
for next year’s pantomime, 
Dick Whittington.” 

So just why does the panto¬ 
mime remain such a draw? 

Mr Everett adds: “It has 
been around forever, but the 
panto is still growing in popu¬ 
larity all of the time and a 
whole new generation of par¬ 
ents have made it part of their 
Christmas tradition. And it’s 
not just the Brits who love 
panto - increasingly we wel¬ 
come groups from France and 
Belgium, and individual visi¬ 
tors from all over the world 
who want a slice of a very Brit¬ 
ish tradition.” 

Chris Glover is director at 
Dartford’s Orchard Theatre. 
He explains: “We in the UK 
still love our annual panto, it 
is a tradition that will never 
disappear.

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IT’S BEHIND YOU... HISTORY OF PANTOMIME

PANTOMIME has been around in 
one form, or another, since the 
16th century, when it is believed to 
have developed from a blend of 
stage traditions in Italy and other 
European countries. 

Today it is primarily a British 
tradition - although some shows 
do take place in other English 
speaking countries - but not to the 
same extent. 

So what defines a panto? 

The truth is no one thing or 
another, but a combination of 


various elements drawn together 
to retell a classic tale. 

Colour, choreography, music, 
slapstick and audience participa¬ 
tion are all vital. 

But if the older woman in the 
production - more often than not 
the mother of the hero - isn’t 
played by a man in drag then 
your panto credentials will be 
challenged. 

Carry On-style humour is still 
popular, but the trick is to appeal 
as much to the adults as to the 


children in the audience. Forget 
one and the other will ensure they 
won’t be returning next year. 

But perhaps the most famous 
aspect is the classic ‘he’s behind 
you’, ‘oh no he isn’t’, ‘oh yes he is’ 
call and response which continues 
to bring the house down each and 
every year. 

If you tried to explain panto¬ 
mime to a visiting alien the 
chances are they’ll think we 
Earthlings are very strange 
indeed.

“Families are still flocking to the thea¬ 
tre, and it seems the fun is passed down 
from parent to child over the generations.

Pupils cheer as rocket takes off 

Now school in Broadstairs waits to see if it will be one of just 10 given the chance of speaking to UK 
astronaut Tim Peake as he orbits the Earth while working onboard the International Space Station 



A stronaut Tim Peake 

was cheered into orbit 
on Wednesday by chil¬ 
dren at a Kent school - 
one of 10 shortlisted to 
be in with a chance of speaking di¬ 
rectly to the spaceman live from the 
International Space Station (ISS). 

Major Peake, who served as a pilot 
and flight commander in the British 
Army and now represents the Euro¬ 
pean Space Agency, became the first 
British-funded astronaut to live and 
work on the ISS. 

He launched into space at 11.03am 
from Baikonur Cosmodrome, Kaza¬ 
khstan, alongside crew members 
Tim Kopra of Nasa and Yuri Ma- 
lenchenko of Roscosmos for the six- 
month mission, which will see them 
carry out a variety of experiments 
and tests for researchers. 

The rocket docked with the ISS 
some six hours later and after a little 
drama when the astronauts had to 
take over manual controls in the fi¬ 
nal stages after a glitch with the con¬ 
trol system. 

His mission will be watched with 
great interest by pupils and staff at 
the Wellesley House School in Broad¬ 
stairs. 

It hosted a launch party; inviting 
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along a number of other schools in 
the area to cheer him on. 

A spokesman for the school said: 
“We believe the excitement of Tim’s 
mission, coupled with the intense me¬ 
dia coverage, will capture the imagi¬ 
nation of our pupils, supported by the 
wide range of first class educational 


resources that the UK Space Agency 
has made available free of charge. 

“We will be showing the children 
what life will be like for Tim on the 
International Space Station, hosting 
a space quiz and then inviting the 
children to get their thinking caps on 
and come up with questions they 
North & West 


would like to put forward to Tim. 

“The other Kent schools will then 
launch their own competitions to se¬ 
lect the pupils who will be able to join 
us at Wellesley House next year 
where we will hopefully host a two- 
day, space related STEM workshop 
and the live contact with Tim Peake 


with video feed as well as radio link. 

“Not every school on the shortlist 
will be fortunate enough to host one 
of the calls as this will depend upon 
Tim’s working arrangements on 
board the ISS and suitable times 
when the ISS passes over the UK dur¬ 
ing Tim’s mission.”

Landlord swaps houses for push 
for power as he enters PCC arena 

As Fergus Wilson sells off his multi-million pound housing portfolio and prepares to run in next year’s 
Kent police and crime commissioner election, Luke May catches up with the property magnate 


P ROPERTY tycoon Fergus 
Wilson has had a busy 
time of late; first announc¬ 
ing he was close to con¬ 
cluding a deal to sell his 
huge portolio and then that he in¬ 
tends to stand in next May’s Kent po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner election. 

Along with his wife Judith, the 
former teachers currently own some 
950 properties in a buy-to-let empire 
primarily focused around east Kent 
and Ashford in particular. 

But they are set to be sold for an es¬ 
timated £250m to Middle East inves¬ 
tors with Mr Wilson admitting with 
“one foot in the grave” now was the 
time to get out of the landlord busi¬ 
ness. 

Before the proposed sale, the couple 
were among the biggest buy-to-let in¬ 
vestors in the country. 

The landlords, who have appeared 
on The Sunday Times’ Rich List last 
year with an empire worth £180m 
started snapping up properties in the 
housing boom of the 1990s, buying 
their first in the road they lived for 
£98,000. 

And as house prices rocketed, so 
did their bank balance 
Since then, the couple were 
operating as landlords for nearly 
1,000 houses, with a particularly 
strong foothold in Ashford and Maid¬ 
stone. 

The couple, who started buying 
properties in Blackheath, bought 
new-build houses and remortgaged 
them as prices went up, using profits 
to finance further purchases. 

But Mr Wilson told Kent on Sunday 
steps had been taken to prevent the 
sale having a negative impact on the 
local housing market. 

He said: “We have so many proper¬ 
ties in Ashford, if we were to put them 
all on the open market, you would see 
local housing prices fall. 

“By selling our properties to anoth¬ 
er consortium, we won’t be flooding 
the market, and there will be no 
changes for tenants. 

“Some people may have sold at a 
premium as we’re selling with prop¬ 
erties with reliable tenants, rather 
than empty houses, but we’re not 
petty. 

“There will be no change for ten¬ 
ants, they will pay their normal rent, 
they may just receive a notice that 
their landlord has changed. It’s a 
very, very painless process.” 

In 2014, the landlord sent out hun¬ 
dreds of eviction notices to tenants 
receiving benefits, and told letting 
agents he would no longer be accept¬ 
ing tenants who claimed benefits. 

Mr Wilson attempted to explain 
the controversial move, saying: 
“Some papers, and I’m only talking 
about one or two, are quite left wing 
and act like everyone should be on 
benefits. 

“There are people who cannot 
work, because they are disabled, they

have young children or they are sim¬ 
ply to old to work. 

“But no landlord would take them 
as there’s no rent guarantee, the gov¬ 
ernment won’t give us one either, if 
you’re on benefits it shows you can¬ 
not afford to pay the rent. 

“People have to accept that many of 
them will never have a house to live 
in for all of their lives. 

“Right now, Kent is pouring a quart 
in to a pint pot and people at the bot¬ 
tom of the economic ladder suffer. 

“The government say they are 
dealing with the housing crisis, but it 
all takes time, what will people do in 
the mean time?” 

Mr Wilson explained the decision 
to sell his property was made with his 
age in mind. 

He said: “There’s no pressure on us 
whatsoever as landlords, I’m 67 with 


one foot in the grave, you could say I 
have a one way ticket to Dignitas. 

“They’ve got to be sold off at some 
point, so it’s much better to have 
some control now and get rid of them 
while we can. 

“We’ve had a number of bidders 


from across the globe. I’d previously 
sold 50 properties to China, while the 
current investors are all from Arabic 
countries. 

“We wanted market price for the 
properties, and will be selling for the 
market price as of March 31. We ex¬ 


pect the sale to be fully complete at 
the end of June.” 

So just what to do now for a man 
rarely from the headlines for his out¬ 
spoken comments? 

Having claimed he would run in 
the inaugural 2012 PCC election as 
an independent candidate, Mr Wil¬ 
son did not stand. But as the runners 
and riders prepare to topple Ann 
Barnes in May, Mr Wilson insists this 
time his name will be on the ballot 
paper. 

Mr Wilson will be running again- 
stthe declared runners so far of Ukip 
candidate Henry Bolton and Con¬ 
servative candidate Matthew Scott. 
Labour announces its nomination in 
the new year. 

Mr Wilson, however, will be one of 
those making the biggest headlines 
you would imagine, with a no-non¬ 
sense ‘from the hip’ approach to po¬ 
litical debate. 

And his opening remarks didn’t 
disappoint, declaring the county was 
on a “war footing” due to the terror 
threat and faced “the most serious 
threat since the Second World War”. 

He said: “I will only be standing for 
one term if I were to be elected, but 
I will be putting the needs of Kent 
before the needs of central govern¬ 
ment, though the two do have similar 
aims.” 

And top of the list of pre-election 
promises was on the thorny issues of 
border controls, security and Opera¬ 
tion Stack. 

Amongst his proposals, was a de¬ 
sire to create an armed police force 
specifically dedicated to dealing with 
crime at the Channel Tunnel and 
Channel ports. 

Part of the force would be based at 
the border, and would apparently op¬ 
erate a “shoot to kill” policy on any 
“suicide bombers”. 

The force would, claims Mr Wilson, 
be autonomous, but funded by the 
government. Kent Police would not 
fund it as a consequence...which may, 
perversely, put it outside his control 
were he to be elected. 

Mr Wilson claimed it is “inevitable” 
there will be “an attempt to detonate 
a bomb remotely in the Channel Tun¬ 
nel by telephone”. 

As PCC, Mr Wilson would attempt 
to have this force be in control of Op¬ 
eration Stack. He opposes a lorry park 
option as a “waste of time” and says 
far better to stop lorries prior to them 
entering the county en route to the 
continent. 

He’s certainly no stranger to the 
workings of the legal system, having 
been found guilty of assault by beat¬ 
ing in 2014 and using a mobile phone 
whilst driving in 2008. 

Quite whether Mr Wilson has the 
approach to win over the necessary 
majority to carry him to victory re¬ 
mains to be seen - but he will, if noth¬ 
ing else, ensure the contest is not bor¬ 
ing. And that’s a good thing.

S TAGE show Soul Legends 
will be bringing the hits of 
iconic performers such as 
Aretha Franklin and 
James Brown to Bromley. 
The production will be on stage 
at the Churchill Theatre next year. 

The show features more than 30 
well-loved songs including Respect, 
Soul Man, Knock On Wood, Proud 
Mary and You’re My First My Last 
My Everything. 

It is the brainchild of show 
producer Michael Taylor, who has 
said that the performance will be 
“the feel good show of the year”. 

He explained: “It’s all aboard the 
sensational soul train show of the 
year.

COME fly with me, let’s fly, 
let’s fly away,” sings Frank Si¬ 
natra on the speakers of my 
red open-top Jeep as I zip 
along the Californian high¬ 
way to visit one of his desert homes. 

It may be a century since 01’ Blue 
Eyes was born on December 12,1915, 
but he will always be a legend, one of 
the greatest singers of all time; and it 
was here, in his playground of Palm 
Springs, that he lived the life that mil¬ 
lions around the world envied. 

It’s still a playground - golf, tennis, 
horse riding, hiking in the moun¬ 
tains, cocktails and pool parties - 
with desert-dry, year-round sun¬ 
shine. But it’s also a global hotspot for 
lovers of architecture (it has the big¬ 
gest concentration of Modernist ar¬ 
chitecture in the world) and the gold¬ 
en age ofHollywood.lt once attracted 
the biggest names in entertainment, 
eager to enjoy a post-war lifestyle 
that had nothing to do with conflict 
and austerity, and everything to do 
with prosperity, glamour and fun. 

Located at the western end of the 
Coachella Valley, surrounded and 
protected on all sides by mountain 
ranges soaring from the desert floor 
to 3,300m, the city claims 350 days of 
sunshine a year. Native palms spring 
from the aquifer, a vast natural reser¬ 
voir beneath the dust, and the drive 
into the ultra-low-rise city feels like a 
journey back in time. 

At the wheel of my red Desert Ad¬ 
ventures Jeep is tour guide Bob Gross, 
who shares anecdotes about Frank 
Sinatra’s life in the desert as we tour 
the neighbourhood where he lived, 
Vista Las Palmas. 

Frank made the desert his home 
and was a generous benefactor, hence 
a street - Frank Sinatra Drive - named 
after him. 


Twin Palms was Frank’s first desert 
home, and Bob drives me to the kerb- 
side. 

Twin Palms is an architectural 
peach. The story goes that in May 
1947, Frank Sinatra showed up at 
new Palm Springs architecture firm 
Williams, Williams and Williams 
having made his first million. He 
wanted a house, a grand mock-Geor- 
gian pile as a badge of his arrival. 

The young architect, E. Stewart 


Williams, had a different idea, but 
gave him the choice of the Georgian 
estate versus his Modernist low- 
slung, steel-and-glass, inside-outside 
bungalow. Frank chose the latter and 
Twin Palms, with its piano-shaped 
pool was ready for his wife, Nancy, 
and their three children to move into 
that Christmas. 

He was a hard-living “man’s man”, 
happiest when hanging out with his 
Rat Pack pals whose Vista Las Palmas 


homes Bob and I stop outside. 

He was also extremely generous 
and a big tipper. At one of his favour¬ 
ite hangouts, Melvyn’s at the Ingle- 
side Inn, the maitre d’ tells me that he 
liked to sit in a booth by the kitchen 
and would pop back-of-house to hand 
out 100 dollar bills to the staff. 

After its mid-century heyday, Palm 
Springs lost ground as stars migrated 
to other cities. In the past decade, 
however, the area has shaken off its

“golf and retirees” reputation, when it 
was known as God’s Waiting Room. 

Cool, laid-back, small-scale bou¬ 
tique hotels have opened, such as The 
Saguaro, which has given a pop new 
look to an old Holiday Inn, in a paint¬ 
box of colours inspired by the desert’s 
flowers, and recreated the Palm 
Springs’ pool-party vibe. 

Historic buildings all over the city 
have been saved from the bulldozer 
and are being given a new lease of 
life; downtown is buzzing - there’s a 
funky market, Villagefest, on Palm 
Canyon Drive every Thursday 
evening - and uptown, once deserted, 
is now the Uptown Design District of 
boutiques, specialising in vintage and 
modern-retro homewares, furniture, 
clothes and jewellery. 

Take the aerial tramway or a hike 
up into the mountains for the views, 
go horse riding in the desert, visit the 
jaw-dropping splendour of Sunny- 
lands Center and Gardens, and enjoy 
authentic Italian dishes at Johnny 
Costa’s, family-run by Frank’s own 
personal chef. 

Or just hang out by the pool, as 
Frank did. As it says on his headstone, 
“The best is yet to come”, and if you 
haven’t been to Palm Springs yet, 
then that is certainly true.

JJ Abrams, who revitalised the 
Star Trek franchise, sits in the 
director’s chair for this new 
instalment, which is set approxi¬ 
mately 30 years after the tumultu¬ 
ous events of Return Of The Jedi.

T HE poinsettia has histori¬ 
cally been the time-hon¬ 
oured Christmas favourite 
- but figures suggest it may 
be falling out of favour. 
This year it’s dropped out of Thomp¬ 
son and Morgan’s top 10 for the first 
time. At the top of the online plant re¬ 
tailer’s gift predictions is Hyacinth 
‘Scented Pearl’, while in second place 
is the exotic-looking Hibiscus ‘Festive 
Flair’, which can stand up to the rav¬ 
ages of central heating and cold 
draughts better than the bracts of the 
poinsettia, the firm claims. 

“Poinsettias have been given a bad 
name in recent years thanks to su¬ 
permarket price wars that have led to 
cheap imported plants being sold for 
as little as £1.50,” says Thompson 
and Morgan spokesman Kris Collins. 

“These imports are often grown 
quickly under artificial lighting, lead¬ 
ing to spindly weak plants that are 
prone to damage from central heat¬ 
ing and cold draughts. Once brought 
into the home, many of these will be 
dead before Christmas and this expe¬ 
rience has put people off them.” 

While the Horticultural Trades As¬ 
sociation, which represents the UK 
garden industry, cannot find any evi¬ 
dence backing the claims, it’s true 
poinsettias aren’t the easiest of plants. 

They need to be kept in bright light 
but not direct sunlight and hate cold 
draughts. Room temperatures of 18- 
24C are ideal. You need to wait until 
the leaves show signs of wilting, then 
give the compost a good soak, but 
don’t allow it to stand in water. 


Other options include Christmas 
cactus, scented amaryllis and azalea. 

So how should you look after them? 

Christmas cactus : Place it in 
bright, indirect light and avoid mov¬ 
ing the plant as this can cause bud 
drop. Water moderately and main¬ 
tain moderate humidity; buds may 
also drop if conditions are too dry. To 
boost performance, feed with a good 


houseplant fertiliser every four weeks 
when the plant is in growth. Keep the 
compost only just moist after flower¬ 
ing. The cactus flowers every year. 
Re-pot every three to four years. 

Azalea : Provide bright, cool condi¬ 
tions away from full sun. Initially 
keep the plant well watered using 
tepid rainwater. Use a saucer deep 
enough to hold 2-3cm of water at all 


times as azaleas tend to be thirsty. 

When the plant comes into flower, 
reduce watering but don’t let the 
compost dry out completely. Move to 
a cooler position to prolong the flow¬ 
ering period. Plants may flower for 10 
weeks and can be re-potted. 

Dendrobium orchids: They 
should be placed in a light spot but 
not in direct sunlight, ideally a lightly 


shaded south-facing window. Water 
your orchids in the morning so the 
leaves are dry before night. Dendrobi- 
ums like to be in small pots and are 
usually taller than the pot is wide. 
Water once a week, giving them a 
good soak and draining them well be¬ 
fore putting them back in the pot. 
They hate wet roots and need to be 
almost dry before re-watering.

Social mobility 
is just a myth 


I AM am pleased (for them) that 
your three correspondents [Letters, 
06.12] are satisfied with their 
1950s education. 

However, there have been plenty 
of parents in Kent over the last 60 
years who have been far from 
happy that their children have 
been split up from their primary 
friends and neighbours, labelled 
‘failed’, and barred from selective 
schools as a result of the Kent Test 
or its fore-runner, the 11 Plus. 

Back in the 1950s the grammar 
school system spread across the 
country. It was the unpopularity of 
children being segregated at 11 - 
amongst parents across the 
political spectrum - that drove the 
emergence of a comprehensive 
approach. This, at its best, gave far 
greater opportunities to all 
youngsters, achieved better 
attainment levels overall and 
contributed to the significant 
social mobility that characterised 
the 1960s and 70s. 

Kent’s selective system is a remnant 
of that unpopular past. But, over the 
last 20 years, rising inequality and the 
growth of expensive private coaching 
have made the Kent Test more unfair 
whilst our grammar schools fail to 
provide even the small amount of social 
mobility they did when your two Colins 
and David Preston went to school. 

Indeed, compared to 26 per cent 
of children across the county being 
entitled to ‘free school meals’ just 
five per cent of children in 
grammar schools are. 

They simply don’t admit the mix 
of children that could possibly lead 
to any significant social mobility. 

On the contrary, they now perpetu¬ 
ate the social and economic 
divisions they have helped to create. 

So, is this system based on 
segregating children at 11 making 
up for these failings by outperform¬ 
ing all those areas with a compre¬ 
hensive approach? No, Kent is 48th 
in the national league of educa¬ 
tional outcomes. 

None of your correspondents, nor 
KCC leader Paul Carter, have 
addressed the further problem I 
raised [Letters, 22.11] that the selec¬ 
tive system is also limiting Kent’s 
future enterprise and prosperity. 

Recent research for the Social 
Mobility Commission suggested 
that if, over the next 20 years, the 
education attainment gap can be 
reduced by two thirds, long term 
growth will be 15 per cent higher. 

Segregating children at 11 
accentuates this attainment gap 
because it wastes young talent.

Grammars are a 
political result 

I WRITE in response to your ‘Letter 
of the Week’ by Mr Bullen concern¬ 
ing grammar schools and social 
mobility. 

I write in my capacity both as a 
parent in Kent, former grammar 
school boy, and as a university 
lecturer involved in research on the 
history of intelligence testing and 
selection. There are a number of 
fundamental flaws in Mr. Bullen’s 
argument I wish to outline briefly.

Even then, is the 9mm 
automatic sub machine guns, 
they are equipped with, going to 
be a match for the longer range 
and more powerful AK47 assault 
rifles, that the terrorist are all 
equipped with? We will have the 
spectre of not only innocent 
citizens being shot but the police 
being out-gunned and suffering 
causalities, as well. 

If the authorities were serious 
about protecting the public from 
this threat, they would not be 
answering it with money but 
using our TA units, located in 
every major town, who have the 
training, the correct weaponry 
and transport, to be a more 
effective, faster reaction force, 
than anything the police can do. 

Thereby, saving more lives of 
the public and the police by 
having the situation well under 
control by the time they turn up.

First, there is no evidence base 
that conclusively proves that 
intelligence or “academic ability” 
is, in fact, a wholly measurable 
material fact. 

Indeed, IQ (which is the basis for 
the 11+ test in Kent and elsewhere) 
is a controversial area of psychol¬ 
ogy whose conclusions have been 
consistently questioned since the 
19 th century. 

Much of the “evidence” for fixed, 
innate human intelligence (or 
“academic ability”) was initially 
falsified (see Stephen Gould’s 1981 
book The Mismeasure of Man). No 
study of the subject is able to 


completely remove the effects of 
upbringing, social class and wealth 
from measurement. 

The case made for the Kent Test is 
done on demonstrably false and 
unscientific premises. It is wholly 
political. To call IQ a fact is not only 
wrong, but the cause of much harm 
to individuals and communities. 
This brings us to my second point. 

The Kent Test reinforces existing 
class hierarchies. Whilst there may 
have been some claim to its efficacy 
in the post-war period, the 
introduction of widespread private 
tutoring by middle-class parents, 
and the fact that a considerably 
lower percentage of grammar kids 
are on free school meals than those 
in comps shows its failure to 
produce social mobility. 

Actually, social mobility is 
backsliding in Kent. Additionally, 
that the Kent Test can be tutored 
for shows the fundamental flaw in 
an IQ-based selection method. 

Third, the point about slipping 
university standards is also untrue. 

I do not understand where this 
argument comes from. The recent 
Research Excellence Framework, 
where universities are assessed on 
their research merits, showed that 
41 of our 128 HE institutions 
conduct research that is “interna¬ 
tionally excellent” or “world-lead¬ 
ing”. That is nearly 30 per cent. 

That is simply extraordinary. 

Can we please stop arguing that 
the case for grammars is anything 
other than a political one about 
preserving existing privilege?

H YUNDAI has just celebrated one 
million UK sales, having launched 
here in 1982. 

That first car was the unlamented

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A Citroen - but not as we know it 


The French marque’s everyday C4 hatch is not as eye-catching as others with 
that badge, but it’s worth a second look, write Steve Loader... 



T WO of Citroen’s star cars 
are the classy C4 Picasso 
MPV and the slightly 
wacky C4 Cactus - a 
bargain holdall. 

So the mainstream C4 hatchback 
already sits in the shade and, even 
worse, has less glamour than its 
sleek and characterful pre-2011 
predecessor. 

This, you may remember, came as a 
racy three-door fastback or chic yet 
practical five-door and housed audio 
and some other controls on a fixed 
boss on the steering wheel, the sort 
of idiosyncrasy for which the French 
marque is famous. 

In comparison, the current 
five-door-only C4 is rather strait¬ 
laced, though a facelift earlier this 
year has made it worth a second 
look, with its huge light aircraft-style 
windscreen, which can be allied 
with a panoramic roof to make the 
cabin exceptionally airy. 

This psychological lift is just as 
well, because the C4 doesn’t actually 
offer great rear legroom for its class 
even if, perversely, it has one of the 
biggest boots. 

Comfort levels are excellent 
though; the well-organised cabin 
feels very refined thanks to good 
noise insulation and typically 


cushioned Citroen ride quality, 
though not the brand’s famous 
hydro-pneumatic system, rumoured 
to be facing the axe anyway. 

But this dedication to passenger 
comfort comes at the cost of driver 
enjoyment when the rare opportu¬ 
nity comes along to ‘open her up’: 
the C4 can wallow on bends and the 


message then booms loud and clear 
that this car is designed for comfy A 
to B driving. 

At least you will be doing that 
economically: the C4 line-up comes 
with some of the greenest and best 
petrol and diesel engines around and 
the eco-focussed 130PS (129bhp) 
1.2-litre PureTech petrol engine in 



the test car proved surprisingly 
effective, with a lively response yet 
good green credentials.

Indeed, strike a keen deal upfront 
and you could be quids in with the 
C4 during your ownership, until you 
come to sell that is. For depreciation 
could be the C4’s curse when 
hard-nosed used car buyers weigh it 
up against driver-focused family 
hatch rivals, like the Ford Focus, VW 
Golf and Vauxhall Astra. 

On the other hand, it is a distinctive 
buy against such ubiquitous models, 
so a secondhand C4 could be a sound 
choice.
